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ON MONDAY, Minister Glenbert Croes reaffirmed his 
even stronger stance against the state-owned companies 
NV Elmar and WEB Aruba NV, building on actions he took 
back in March of this year. The minister seeks solutions 
to address the ongoing power outage problems affecting 
several neighborhoods for the past few weeks. The current 
situation is deemed “unacceptable” by the Wever Croes II 
government, as it has caused significant inconvenience to 
the people, particularly during a period of scorching heat 
on the island. 


On Monday, Minister Glenbert Croes set a 30-day deadline 
for WEB and Elmar to submit an action plan demonstrating 
how they intend to resolve these power outage issues that 
have plagued the island. The energy crisis has persisted 
for over a month, with intermittent blackouts occurring in 
various areas for various reasons. 


It’s worth noting that this isn’t the first ultimatum issued by 
Minister Croes to these state-owned companies. Just five 
months ago, he issued a two-day ultimatum, demanding a 
proposal to lower the water and electricity tariff increase 
that had been implemented earlier in the year. However, 
despite the ultimatum, the price hike remained in effect, 
prompting further action from the minister. 


This week’s ultimatum seeks a comprehensive action 
plan from the companies to address the recurring power 
outages, which they claim to be working on already, 
including the repair of damaged cables during construc- 
tion work in Oranjestad. 
As the 30-day period unfolds, it remains to be seen whether 
WEB and Elmar will effectively address these issues before 
the deadline, thus potentially avoiding the need for further 
ultimatums.

IN a recent development, Tropical Storm Lee has inten- 
sified as it traverses the expansive waters of the Atlantic, 
and meteorologists predict it will soon elevate to hurricane 
status as it approaches the Caribbean. The storm’s current 
location is approximately 1,265 miles (2,040 kilometers) 
east-southeast of the northern Leeward Islands. Lee boasts 
maximum sustained winds of 65 mph (100 kph) and is 
making headway west-northwest at a pace of 14 mph (22 
kph), as reported by the National Hurricane Center. 


While forecasts do not anticipate a direct landfall, Lee is 
expected to pass just northeast of the British Virgin Islands. 
These islands are still in the process of recovering from the 
devastating impacts of hurricanes Maria and Irma, which 
struck in September 2017. 


What’s particularly concerning is Lee’s rapid intensifica- 
tion. The storm is poised to transform into a hurricane later 
on Wednesday and is projected to further strengthen into a 
major hurricane within the next couple of days. This progres- 
sion is attributed to Lee’s passage over remarkably warm 
waters and a highly conducive, moist environment. 


Lee stands as the 12th named storm of the Atlantic hurri- 
cane season, which typically spans from June 1 to November 
30. Alarmingly, the National Ocean and Atmospheric 
Administration (NOAA) had previously issued a warning in 
August, foretelling an above-normal hurricane season for 
the year. Their forecast predicted a range of 14 to 21 named 
storms, with the potential for six to eleven of them to esca- 
late into hurricanes. Among those, two to five could attain 
major hurricane status. 


In a separate development within the realm of tropical 
weather systems, the Pacific Ocean witnessed the strength- 
ening of Hurricane Jova. This hurricane, however, poses 
no immediate threat to land as it swirls far off the south- 
west coast of Mexico. Jova currently boasts winds at speeds 
of 85 mph (140 kph) and is situated approximately 640 
miles (1,035 kilometers) south of the southern tip of Baja 
California. Its movement is west-northwest at a pace of 9 
mph (15 kph). 
The tracking and monitoring of these tropical storms and 
hurricanes remain of paramount importance to ensure 
preparedness and safety for the affected regions. 


Tropical Storm Lee 
Gaining Strength in Atlantic, Poses 
Potential Threat to Caribbean 
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THIS summer has left an indelible 
mark in the annals of climate history, 
as scientists confirm that it was the 
hottest on record by a significant 
margin, setting alarming precedents 
for the planet’s warming trend. Data 
from the European Union’s Copernicus 
Climate Change Service reveals that 
the period from June to August marked 
the hottest summer since records 
began in 1940. 
The global average temperature during 
this sweltering season reached 16.77 
degrees Celsius (62.19 Fahrenheit), 
surpassing the 1990 to 2020 average 
by 0.66 degrees Celsius. This increase 
is notably higher than previous records, 
with typically minute temperature 
increments. 


This announcement validates what many 
feared: it has been a scorching summer 
across the Northern Hemisphere, with 
regions like the United States, Europe, 
and Japan witnessing record-breaking 
heat waves and unprecedented ocean 
temperatures. 


The summer of 2023 saw consecu- 
tive record-breakers: June became the 
hottest June ever recorded, followed 
by July, which also shattered previous 
records by a considerable margin. 
August, as reported by Copernicus, 
now claims the title of the hottest 
August in history, surpassing all other 
months this year except for July, with 
a global average temperature of 16.82 
degrees Celsius – a staggering 0.31 
degrees warmer than the 2016 record. 


António Guterres, the United Nations 
Secretary-General, commented on this 
concerning data, stating, “The dog 
days of summer are not just barking; 
they are biting. Scientists have long 
warned what our fossil fuel addiction 
will unleash. Our climate is imploding 
faster than we can cope with extreme 
weather events hitting every corner of 


the planet.” 
These soaring temperatures are esti- 
mated to have exceeded pre-industrial 
levels by 1.5 degrees Celsius, a crucial 
threshold to prevent the most cata- 
strophic impacts of climate change, 
according to Copernicus. While scien- 
tists primarily focus on long-term 
global 
temperature 
trends, 
these 
temporary spikes offer a glimpse into 
what summers could become with 1.5 
degrees of warming. 


Petteri Taalas, Secretary-General of 
the World Meteorological Organization, 
remarked on the extreme conditions in 
the Northern Hemisphere, which saw 
devastating wildfires, health issues, 
disruptions in daily life, and lasting 
environmental damage. 
The Southern Hemisphere has also 
witnessed unusually warm winters, 
and global ocean temperatures have 
been off the charts, contributing to the 
intensification of major hurricanes in 
the Atlantic and typhoons in the Pacific. 


While it remains uncertain if 2023 will 
clinch the title of the hottest year on 
record, it is expected to come remark- 
ably close. With four months left in the 
year, Copernicus reports that 2023 
ranks as the second warmest year, 
just 0.01 degrees Celsius below 2016, 
which currently holds the record. 


Scientists predict that next year could 
surpass these records, with the arrival 
of El Niño, a natural climate phenom- 
enon that influences weather patterns 
and 
brings 
warmer 
sea-surface 
temperatures. 
Samantha 
Burgess, 
Deputy Director of Copernicus, empha- 
sized that unless greenhouse gas emis- 
sions are curbed, climate records and 
extreme weather events will continue 
to plague society and ecosystems. 


The summer of 2023 serves as an 
unequivocal reminder of the urgent 
need to address climate change and 
transition away from fossil fuels. 


Summer 2023 Breaks Heat Records 
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U.S. health authorities have issued a new alert to citizens 
regarding the recall of two more eye drop products from the 
pharmaceutical market due to potential contamination risks, 
which could lead to vision problems and severe injuries. 


The Food and Drug Administration (FDA) issued separate 
recall notices for eye drops distributed by Pharmedica and 
Apotex after both companies voluntarily withdrew multiple 
batches of their products from the market. 


Pharmedica, based in Phoenix, confirmed the recall of two 
batches of 15% purely relaxing MSM eye drops on March 3, 
citing issues “that could lead to blindness.” 
These over-the-counter drops are designed to treat eye 
irritation. The company has advised consumers to cease 
using the drops immediately and return them to the place 
of purchase. Nearly 2,900 bottles are affected by the recall, 
according to the company. The drops were manufactured in 
Arizona. 


Last week, the FDA issued a separate recall notice from 
Apotex, involving six batches of prescription eye drops used 
to treat a form of glaucoma. The company initiated the recall 
after discovering cracks in some bottle caps. The drops are 
distributed as ophthalmic solution of brimonidine tartrate, 
0.15%, and were sold between April 2022 and February 
2023. Both companies claim that the recalls were made in 
consultation with the FDA. 


This latest recall follows one made a month ago when eye 
drops manufactured in India were pulled from the market 


due to their connection to a widespread outbreak of medi- 
cation-resistant infections. 


At that time, the FDA warned consumers and healthcare 
professionals to immediately stop buying and using EzriCare 
Artificial Tears or Delsam Pharma Artificial Tears. The use of 
these contaminated artificial tears increased the risk of eye 
infections that led to blindness and even death, according 
to the FDA. It was reported that one person lost their life, 
and at least five others suffered permanent vision loss from 
using these brands. 


Furthermore, the FDA announced that Reckitt, a manufac- 
turer of food, flavorings, and various products sold in the 
United States, had to recall two batches of infant formula 
cans due to possible contamination. 


The 12.9-ounce units, intended for infant consumption, were 
recalled after suspicions that they may contain a bacterium 
called cronobacter sakazakii. 
The recalled products include “ProSobee Simply Plant- 
Based Infant Formula” in 12.9 oz packaging, manufactured 
between August 2022 and September 2022. These products 
were distributed through retailers nationwide in the United 
States, Guam, and Puerto Rico. The affected lots can be 
identified by the numbers on the bottom of the cans: ZL2HZF 
and ZL2HZZ, both with a UPC code of 300871214415 and 
a “best by” date of ‘March 1, 2024.’ Reckitt reported that 
145,000 units were withdrawn from the market. The FDA 
noted that the cronobacter bacterium poses a high health 
risk to humans. 


US Authorities Issue Recall of Eye Drops 


One Fatality and Several Cases of Blindness Reported
